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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a Space Based Augmentation (SBAS) system and 
method with a hierarchy for determining a desired source for providing geographical 
correction messages. The claimed invention, in combination with other features, sets 
forth determining whether a SBAS correction message received from a selected satellite 
is reliable by determining whether the SBAS correction messages received from the 
selected satellite are less reliable than SBAS correction messages received from a second 
SBAS satellite; and upon determining that the SBAS correction messages received from 
the selected satellite are less reliable than SBAS correction messages received from a 
second SBAS sateUite, determining whether a stabihty threshold is exceeded. In addition, 
the claimed invention sets for a data structure embodied on a computer readable medium 
for use by a GPS receiver in making the SBAS corrections that comprises, in 
combination with other fields, a field representing a threshold amount constant for a 
difference between a current SBAS correction source (CSCS) valid SBAS message 
counter and a potential SBAS correction source (PSCS) valid SBAS message counter; a 
field representing a threshold constant for a difference between a current timer variable 
and a swap timer variable, and a field representing a variable that indicates whether any 
presently-tracked sateUite has valid corrections collected from a CSCS. The 
aforementioned limitations and combination thereof are not taught in the prior art. In light 
of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are foimd to be patentable over the 
prior art of record.
